New York City is figuring on a population of 
21,000,000 by 1965. 
A Columbia U niv ersity expert predicted the 
other day tha t D etroit will be the future m etrop­ 
olis of the country, surpassing ev en New York in 
size. 
In Chicago civ ic leaders are look ing for­ 
ward to a sim ilar trem endous grow th, tha t will 
m ak e all the region from M ichigan City, Ind., to 
K enosha, Wis., one great m etropolitan area. 
O hioians believ e tha t the M ahoning Valley 
steel mill region will ev entually be built up solid, 
and tha t Ak ron and Clev eland will touch 
bor­ 
ders in the non-d istant future. 
O ther districts are seeing sim ilar v isions of 
growth. 
A pparently the big city, in America, is 
only beginning to grow. 
W hat does all of this m ean for our future? 
The cities suggested abov e will be so trem endous 
tha t present-day New York , large as it is, will 
not com pare w ith them . 
Is this new dev elop­ 
m ent going to be a change for the better or for 
the worse. 
Obv iously it will bring great problems. 
New York today giv es a hint a t w hat some 
of them will be lik e. 
Its tra nsit Conditions arc 
so jam m ed, clogged 
and ov erloaded 
tha t the 
island of M anhattan is actually losing popula­ 
tion. 
Housing conditions in some parts of the 
island are so bad tha t state aid has been in­ 
v ok ed. For the m an of m oderate m eans, it tak es 
the better pa rt of a day to get far enough away 
from the city to see the open countryside. 
These problems, ev en now taxing New York 
to the utm ost, 
will be m ultiplied m any 
tim es 
ov er in the giant cities of the future. 
If New 
York now has difficulty prov iding proper tra ns­ 
portation to and 
from work for her 
citizens, 
w hat will 
the city of 20,000,000 
do? 
If liv ing 
conditions in big cities today are bad because of 
close quarters and congestion, w hat will they be 
lik e in the enorm ous cities of the future? 
These are questions tha t dem and 
serious, 
extended study by the best brains av ailable. 
If 
the nation is not to 
collapse from 
sheer u n­ 
w ie ld y size,’it m ust begin planning for the fu ­ 
ture, on a greater scale tha n ev er before. 
These 
huge cities cannot be allowed to grow by chance. 


ute after it starts, increasing its clim bing speed 
alm ost unbeliev ably, and, in the opinion of e n­ 
gineers, pav e the way for such unheard of speeds 
as 1 0 0 0 miles an hour, or more, in the future.

Soon after the treaty of St. 
M ary’s in 1818, m any settlers be­ 
gan to lodate iff R ush 
county 
and in fact 
“squ atters”

trappers had, before tha t date, 
located in v arious pa rts of

county but could get no title to

opened a t Brook v ille. Ju st 
who 
selected Rushv ille as a 
settle­ 
m ent, m atters little now,

secting the Connersv ille road at 
this point, had m uch to do w ith 
its grow th in early days. Early 
in 1822 Rue Pugh, an enterpris­

Where are we going—aeronau- 


tically? 
• One's vision under normal 
conditions may be held to be 
limited by the conditions under

events. What of aviation? Where 
is the ultimate goal we shall 
reach, if ever? To go back to the 
early legendary fixing attempts 
of Daedalus and his son, Icarus, 
is a wide chasm indeed, and to 
bring the more modern trend of 
aviation within our grasp seems 
to be an attempt bordering upon 
the impossible. We may easily 
lift the veil of obscurity in early 
aeronautical achievements, but 
—where are we going now?

21,000,000 by 1965. 


A Columbia University expert predicted the 


other day that Detroit will be the future metrop- 
olis of the country, surpassing even New York in 
size. 


In Chicago civic leaders are looking for- 


ute after it starts, increasing its climbing speed 


as 1000 miles an hour, or more, in the future. 


That sounds rather fantastic; yet it may 


well come to pass that we will see the day when 
airplanes cross the Atlantic in a few hours. Re- 
member, 30 years ago it would have seemed far 


fantastic to say that man could fly at_all; 
more 


Kciiosha, Wis., one great metropolitan area. 


Ohioians believe that the Mahoning Valley 


steel mill region will eventually be built up solid, 
and that Akron and Cleveland will touch bor- 
ders in the non-distant future. 


Other districts are seeing similar visions of 


growth. Apparently the big city, in America, is 
only beginning to grow. 


What does all of this mean for our future? 


The cities suggested above will be so tremendous 
that present-day New York, large as it is, will 
not compare with them. 
Is this new develop- 


ment going to be a change for the better or for 
the worse. 


Obviously it will bring great problems. 
New York today gives a hint at what some 


of them will be like. Its transit Conditions are 
so jammed, clogged and overloaded that the 
island of Manhattan is actually -losing popula- 
tion. Housing conditions in some parts of the 
island are so bad that state aid has been in- 
voked. For the man of moderate means, it takes 
the better part of a day to get far enough away 
from the city to see the open countryside. 


These problems, even now taxing New York 


to the utmost, will be multiplied many times 
over in the giant cities of the future. 
If New 


York now has difficulty providing proper trans- 
portation to and 
from work for her citizens, 


what will the city of 20,000,000 do? If living 
conditions in big cities today are bad because of 
close quarters and congestion, what will they be 
like in the enormous cities of the future? 


These arc questions that demand serious, 


extended study by the best brains available. If 
'the nation is. not to .collapse from 
sheer un- 


; wieldy size, • it must begin planning for the f u- 
' 'ture., on a greater .scale than .ever, before. 
These 


huge cities cannot be allowed to grow by chance. 


It is a safe bet that marvels yet to come in 


the world of aviation will make present attain- 
ments look very insignificant.

quarrel. He was brought before 
Circuit Judge D. C. Jones, charg- 
ed with first degree murder. He 
pleaded guilty and was senten- 
ced to life imprisonment.

depend upon whether I am in- 
vited to do so. I may possibly 
extend my trip to Argentina. I 
know that Argentinians are vit- 
ally interested in the possibili- 
ties of increased cattle produc- 
tion. Not long ago arrangements 
were made for Doctor Richelet, 
Commercial Attache of the Ar- 
gentine Legation in London, to 
visit the government experimen- 
tal farm in Algeria where I have 
conducted conclusive 
research 


work on a large flock of sheep. 


In its early stages this work 


consisted merely in "rejuvenat- 
ing" the animals, that is, pro- 
longing1 their life. My object was 
to ultimately obtain 
increased 


production of wool 
by this 


means. Then it was that I con- 
ceived the idea of creating what 
has been called a race of -super- 
sheep." 


Briefly the theory was that il 


an old animal could be made to 
retain the qualities of its youth 
by grafting two new glands onto 
its original ones, then if a young 
animal were similarly operated 
upon, there should result such 
an increase in vitality that it 
would be apt to influence corres- 
pondingly the development of 
both the animal's flesh and its 
wool. The results of the experi- 
ments confirmed the theory and 


it is the practical application of 
this theory which I am often 
asked to impart to officials inter- 
ested in the future development 
of agriculture. 
What all this may mean to the 


future is difficult to foretell with 
accuracy. It depends a 
great 


deal upon how extensively those 
who are concerned with the pro- 
duction of meat, hide and wool 
apply my method 
of 
animal 


gland grafting. 


Unlike any wide extension of 


the application of gland graft 
to the human being, the grafting 
of animals on a 
large 
scale 


should not be made impossible 
or impracticable by prohibitive 
cost. The grafting of human be- 
ings is likely to always be 
re- 


stricted because of the fact that 


I since the law and custom of sen- 
timentality prohibit the use of 
luman glands for grafting pur- 
poses, monkey-glands must 
be 


used. This, as is already known, 
s because with the exception of 
luman glands, 
monkey-glands 


are the only kind which can live 
n the human body. The high 
price of monkeys and their scar- 
:ity alike are always likely 
to 


imit the number of operations 
which can be performed 'upon 
human beings. But- beyond the 
actual.cost of 
the 
operation, 


;here 'is no expense attached to 
an attempt to graft a sheep be- 
cause the gland used -is taken 
from the body of another sheep. 


It seems to me that it is safe 


to surmise that animal 
gland 


graft if extensively applied with- 
in the next'few years, is likely'to 
have a considerable 
influence 


upon the world's supply of food 
in the future. If this be taken 
for granted, then it is also likely 
;hat other commodities will be 
affected like, for instance, leath- 
er, animal fats, and almost all 
textiles. I leave it to statisticians 
and various experts to figure out 
the other details of what might 
become almost a revolution in 
the world's future economics.
